Jack BD, Rees, acting state 
executive secretary of the CTA, 
said the proposal would estab.

figure would drop by one pupil 
until the maximum clase sire tn 
1971~72 would be 27, 

“The importance of thia may. 
imum class sige can be appre. 
clated more clearly when it is 
realized that there are 50,474 
elementary school classes tn 
California today with a clas: 
size of 31 or more,’ 

During the period between 
1968-69 and 1971-72 maximum 
class sive in grades 4-6 would 
be reduced from 99 to $0 pu. 
pils. 

Rees said the requirement 
that all districts provide kin- 
dergarten programs to all qual- 
ified children ‘fis more signifi. 
eant than most people realire 
because kindergarten is not of. 
fered today in one-third of the 
state’s school districts and 
other districts have waiting 
lists.’ 

Relief to “hard-pressed local 
property taxpayers from one 
end of the state to the other’’ 
is provided by the $125 mil- 
lion reduction in the school 
property tax, 

“While some relief is pro« 
vided for all taxpayers,” Rees 
said, ‘four program recognires 
the vast disparity existing 
among property taxpayers 
throughout California, In an at 
tempt to achieve greater tax 
equality, the CTA plan reduces 
school taxes most dramatically 
for taxpayers whose current 
school tax rates are the high- 
est. School tax rates range 
from $1.27 to $6,066 per $100 
assessed valuation, 

“Although the proposal pro- 
vides some tax rate rellef for 
all property taxpayers,’’ he 
continued, ‘the greatest reduc. 
tion would be given to districts 
making the greatest school tay 
effort.” 

"One of the major points of 
of our plan,’’ Rees said, “is 
recognition af the peed to do 
something special for our bly 
cities and the special and ox. 
pensive problems which are 
plaguing them. To do this, our 
plan would allocate an urban 
bonus of $15 per pupil to all 
unified districts with an 
of 26,000 pupils enrolled, A $4 
million fund is also proposed to 
meet major special problems 
in districts with fewer tha: 
25,000 pupils.’’
